Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. Regarding claim 1, the prior art does not suggest the 
connector assembly as claimed, including the combination of all the claimed elements, 
the combination including the second grounding shield of the first grounding 
member comprising a body portion and a vertical portion extending vertically 
from the body portion in said first direction and exerting a pressing force on 
the second grounding member in said second direction as claimed. 
Regarding claim 18, the prior art does not suggest the connector assembly as claimed, 
including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination including the 
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plurality of wires extending through a first side of the first insulative housing in a first 
direction angled relative to said mating direction as claimed, the vertical portion covering 
a second side of the first insulative housing as claimed, and the second grounding 
shield assembly enclosing said second insulative housing as claimed, where the vertical 
portion of the first grounding shield assembly is releasably retained and engaged with 
the second grounding shield assembly as claimed.
